of forest fire wardens in Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
The dangers of an outbreak of 
serious forest fires during the fall 
season disappeared this week and 
the men jxxtted in towers to spot 
blazes are being recalled by the 
department of forests and waters. 
The withdrawal of the tower men 
at 
this 
early 
date 
during 
the 
height of the hunting season has 
rarely been equalled In the annals 
of forest fire fighting in the state. 
Whereas the prolonged and se­ 
vere drought of last summer offered 
one of the most serious fire hazards 
in the history of the department the 
heavy rains of the last six weeks 
reversed the situation. Not a single 
fire of any consequence occurred 
during the latter part of October or 
the first half of November. 
There were more than 500 fires 
reported during the latter part of 
the 
season, 
establishing 
a 
new 
record. Many 
of 
these 
burned 
deeply and did excessive damage 
to timberland although the size of 
the fires were not as large as some 
of the fall fires of other 
years, 
none 
of them during the year 
reaching the 1.000-acre mark.

protection, 
both are gratified by the success 
with which the department has 
combatted the fires.

Rum Buyer Felon Unless 
He Tells, Says U. S. Court 


Peoria, 
111., Nov. 
23 (AP).—Any 
person who buys a drink of liquor 
or knows of a friend, neighbor or 
relative who possesses liquor 
for 
beverage purposes is, unless he re­ 
ports his knowledge to the United 
mates government, a felon. Federal 
Judge Louis A tthenry held, in an 
opinion upholding the constitution­ 
ality of the Jones law. 
The opinion, delivered in a liquor 
ease here, which did not involve a 
buyer, pointed out that an act pass­ 
ed by Congress in 
1790 
makes a 
felon of any person who knows of a 
felony and doe* not report it to the 
proper authorities, while the Jones 
law makes a felon of any person 
selling, transporting, or possessing 
liquor. 
Judge Fitahenry held ti tut under 
these two laws the buyer off liquor— 


or even the guest in a home where 
liquor is served—is equally guilty 
with seller or possessor and subject 
to the same punishment. 
He ob­ 
served that this phase of the Jones 
law had been generally overlooked 
‘ Whether it is wisdom to make 
this change, which makes thousands, 
perhaps millions of persons felons or 
whether it is constitutional, is quite 
a different thing,” he said. 
“The 
new Jones law operates entirely out­ 
side and beyond the National A ohi- 
bltlon act." 
Attorneys 
representing 
Bartley 
Smith, accused of selling liquor in 
1927, contended the Jones act was 
unconstitutional chiefly because it 
transferred from the Jury to the 
Judge the power to fix degree of 
guilt. The court overruled them on 
the question.

selling, transporting, 
liquor 


or possessing 


to the same punishment 
He ob- 


served that this pliase of the Jones 
law had been generally overlooked 


"Whether it is wisdom to make 


this change, which makes thousands, 
perhaps millions of persons felons or 
whether it is constitutional, is quite 
a different thing," he said 
"The 


new Jones law operates entirely out- 
side and beyond the National Prohi- 
bition act"

judge the power to fix degree of
